Serious ey On Rise 


In Grawford County 


Serious crime increased 
significantly last year in 
Crawford County, according 
to the Sheriff Department’s 
annual report. 

In 1983, there were two 
charges of attempted killing, 
one charge of manslaughter, 
and one charge of kidnap- 
ping handled by the sheriff 
dept. In 1982, the sheriff 
dept. didn’t handle any at- 


tempted killing, §man- 
slaughter, or kidnapping 
charges. 

Armed robberies _in- 


creased from one in 1982 to 
four in 1983. Assaults jumped 
from 35 to 74. Larcenies of 
more than $100 increased 
from 61 to 120. 

There were also two more 
suicide attempts in 1983 than 
in 1982 and 10 more escapes 
from Camp Lehman, Camp 
Shawono, or the county jail. 

Sex crimes dropped in 1983 
to 12 from a high of 19 
recorded in 1982. A couple of 
non-violent offenses also 
decreased. Breaking and en- 
terings dropped to 305 in 1983 
from 351 in 1983. Drunk 
driving charges also drop- 
ped to 78 in 1983 from 109 in 
1982, 

Crawford County Under- 
sheriff Robert Ruddy said 
the trend toward more 
serious crime here the last 
few years may be a result of 
downswing in the economy. 
Ruddy also said most of the 
problems here are caused by 
the county’s transient popu- 
lation. During the warm 
months, the persons visiting 


' the county or temporarily 


residing here outnumber the 
permanent residents.

For the number of perma- 
nent residents in the county, 
the amount of rapes, rob- 
beries, assaults, burglaries, 
larcenies, car thefts, and ar- 
sons here placed Crawford 
near the top with urban 
counties for highest crime 
rate. 

The total of complaints 
handled by the sheriff dept. 
increased to 4765 in 1983 


_from 4711 in 1982. The num- 


ber of citations issued drop- 
ped from 1881 to 1340. Sheriff 
Joe White said traffic 
citations have dropped 
because his men are concen- 
trating on serious crimes 
and getting serious 
criminals off the streets. 

The number of prisons 
booked at the county jail was 
473 in 1983 - down from 582 in 
1982. Yet the average num- 
ber of prisoners at the jail 
was 23 - three above the 
recommended average 
capacity. 

The jail earned about 
$9,500 for boarding prisoners 
from other counties, but had 
to pay out about $11,200 for 
females boarded at other 
jails. Crawford County 
doesn’t have the facilities to 
house females, said Mike 
Johnson, jail administrator. 

The Crawford County In- 


by detective Charles Haas 
had a banner year making 44 
felony arrests and recover- 
ing $226,063 in stolen proper- 
ty. Most of the valuable 
stolen property recovered in 
1983 was military armored 
vehicles stolen for scrap. 

The program has recover- 
ed $361,738 in less than four 
years and has been responsi- 
ble for 202 felony arrests. 

Animal control work in- 
creased for 1983 as com- 
nlaints went to 1512 from 
1477 in 1982. A total of 1038 
dogs were picked up and 673 
dogs were killed. 


The ambulance corps ans- 
wered 384 calls in 1983 in- 
cluding 45 automobile ac- 
cidents..Thirty of the calls 
involved chest pains or heart 
problems and 29 calls in- 
volved respiratory distress. 
Four overdose calls were 
handled and the ambulance 
corps had to transport seven 
persons who were dead when 
the emergency crews 
arrived, 

The sheriff dept. and its 
various services brought in a 
total of $106,295 in revenues... 
and grants for 1983,

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Republican legislative leaders 
have praised Governor James Blan- 
chard for turning ‘‘180 degrees’’ in 
his state of the state message re- 
garding fiscal policies compared to 
iast year. 

Senator John Engler of Mt. Plea- 
sant and Representative Michael 
Busch of Saginaw promised to help 
in enacting the governor’s proposed 
zero increase budget and called for 
immediate activity to promote 
economic development, 

“IT think he’s broken with the 
practices of 1983,” Engler said. 
“This governor is trying to decide 
where the people have been heading 
by breaking with the past and 
leading.” 

The proposals, Busch said, ‘‘are 


’ among those Republicans have en- 


dorsed and spoken up for.”’ 

Busch and Engler said they felt 
the income tax rollback should occur 
before October. 

“He. is doing it backwards,” 
Busch said by making the rollback 
contingent on the Legislature adopt- 
ing his budget. ‘The outer limits 
should be set now. Don’t give it to 
us to spend,” he said. 

The two leaders said they were 
estimating a surplus for 1983-84 of 
approximately $250 million based 
on Senate Fiscal Agency figures and 
they projected a total surplus for 
both the current fiscal year and 
1984-85 at $426 million. 

A tax cut totalling that $426 
million is the upper limit, Busch 
said, despite the administration’s 
insistence that it be kept to no more 
than $130 million. 4 

Blanchard’s proposed zero based 
budget is “realistic and can be 
achieved,” Busch said adding the 
governor may: have more difficulty 
keeping Democrats in line to ap- 
prove the budget.

the two fiscal years will go up an 
average of 6.5 percent given the 
budget which increased by 13 per- 
cent for 1983-84. 

Both Busch and Engler said Blan- 
chard failed to adequately deal with 
job creation and economic develop- 
ment in the state of the state ad- 
dress. 

The thematic approach (of the 
administration) still seems to be 
focused on government and not the 
individual men and women who are 
unemployed,’’ Engler said. 

And Busch said proposals for im- 
proving the economy have to be ad- 
vanced immediately. | 

Meanwhile, State Treasurer 
Robert Bowman said the governor is 
open to rolling the income tax rate 
back earlier than the October 1 date 
he has recommended, but he would 
urge vetoing a rollback made before 
the budget is adopted. 

“Tf the budget is adopted and it 
does not spend one penny more than 
is proposed, then the question is will 
the governor look at a different type 
of rollback, perhaps a little sooner, 
again not exceeding $130 million. 

A bi-partisan group of state sena- 
tors is examining tax rollback pro- 
posals, which would cut revenue by 
as much as $150 million, with the 
rollback coming as early as April 1, 
although the rate would then drop 
all the way to 5.35 percent. 

With the budget not expected to 
be adopted until June, Bowman said 
an earlier tax rollback ‘‘would clear- 
ly be an example of putting the cart 
before the horse and my advice to 
the governor would be a veto of any 
tax plan before a budget is adopted. 

‘“‘The governor wants to be very 
clear what he wants to emphasize in 
our budget and that’s spending, and 
you don’t spend one more penny 
than you need to and then you look 
at your revenues and adjust accord- 
ingly,’’ Bowman concluded.

Boy Scouts of America. 1984 
marks the 74th year of that 
tradition.

The Tall Timber

Not long ago I wrote an ar- 
ticle about the Beal Planta- 
tion just north of exit 254 on 
1-75. While looking for some 
other information, I uninten- 
tionally came across some 
additional details which you 
might find of interest. 

Dr. Beal plowed and 
harrowed what is said to be 
an acre of land which was 
then planted in four-foot 
squares with forty-two 
species of trees to determine 
what species, if any, would 
grow on the sand plains of 
this area. No fewer than fifty 
seedlings of a single species 
were planted and up to one 
thousand of others. From 
time to time, foresters have 
returned to the site to make 
observations. Dr. Beal’s 
planting was done in 1888 
(the year Michigan reached 
a peak in lumber produc- 
tion). 

In 1903, an E.E. Bogue 
reported that of the many 
species planted, the ‘“‘native 
Red and White Pine give the 
best promise of success.”’ In 
1918, it was reported that the 
Scotch, White and Red Pine 
were doing well along with 
Norway and White Spruce. 
In 1935, State Forestér, 
George S. McIntire, reported 


- that none of the hardwood 


species had shown any possi- 

_ bilities. As late as 1968, the 
plantation was surveyed by 
W.J. Montgomery of the 
Department’s Forestry 
Division. He stated that at 
least ninety-five nercent of 
the merchantable volume is 
made up of Red and White 
Pine and Norway Spruce. It 
appears that it pays only to 
plant those trees which will 
grow on sandy acres and for- 
get the others.
